a nun at Gwytherin in Denbighshire and on the spot where Winifred's 
head fell a spring of water suddenly appeared. The legend of 
Winifred from the outside in and from the inside out and Margaret 
daughter of the Duke of Somerset and mother of Henry VII had a 
shrine built at Holywell and in the beginning was the word and 
the word was made flesh. History from the outside in and history 
from the inside out and history from both points of view and the 
difference between history from the outside in and history from 
the inside out is analogous to that between similie and metaphor 
and "Rose is a Rose is a rose is a rose" is from Sacred Emily. 
History from the outside in and human nature and history from 

the inside out and the human mind and the former is self-ish and 
the latter is not and the former is concerned with regular patterns 
of repetition and the latter is concerned with irregular patterns 
of repetition.
